SETTIEMENT OF MR MARIYH Case. 

‘The casg aguinat the Chinese government, 
which was brought by Mr ‘A. R. Barty, is 
at last properly odjuated. It seems that 
about 1895, by offering low prices for 
freight and passage to Hongkong, Mr 
Marty froze out. all opposition and lad 6 
menupoly of the steamer trade with Hoihow 
and Pakhoi. He then raised rates, and 
put them so high that the Chinese began 
to ship hogs by their old ethod—in junks 
This stato of things did 
not fast very long before a combination of 
the Chinese merchants was formed, ‘and 
they bound theuiselves by heavy penalties 
to ship by no other vessels than those 
owned or chartered by the combination. 
As a result of this combination; one of 


to Hongkeng. 


Marty's steamers was entirely deprived of 
cargo on one trip from Pakhoi, and they 
had for some time very light cargoes from 
both Pakhoi and Hoihow. 

The French Consul at oncoabformed the 
Mandarina. that this combination was can- 
trary to the terms of the Vrach Treaty, 
and itis reported that when a French gun- 
hoat visited Pakhoi there was 4 proclama-" 
tion issucd-by the Mandarins there that the 
merchants were allowed to ship only by the 
French steamers, This brought » German 
gunboat to the port to seo that the rights 
of the German steamers, which had been 
running in the interest of the combination 
(which had disbanded) would he respected, 
when the steamers were run by their owners 
through their ongkong agents. « 

The case has been « pubject of contention 
botween the French and. tho Mandarins 
hére and at Pakhoi for the list:two ycurs, 
and visits havo been made to Pekin on 
account of it, and it secmed as if it 
would never'be ended ; but ve lear that 
the French Consul at this port, M. Kahn, 
has at Iength effected a settlement by which 
the Chinese agree to pay 200,000 tacls as 
damages té Mr Marty for the injury which 
they have done his business. This agree- 
ment only needs, now, the sanction of the 
Pekin authoritica to he complete, when the 
money will be paid and the ease closed, 

MIBSION QUESTION SETTLED, 

Tn 1885, the American Presbyterian Mis- 
sion of Hainan bought n picce of property 
near Kiungchow. The deeds woro sent to 
the Chinese officials, and possession was 
taken of the property. The Mandarins re- 
fused, ligwever, to stamp thedeeds, and 
after long contention over the case, duzing 
which the Chinese seized the property and 
the Mission sceured other property on 
which they have erected buildings, the

It war making re- 
cord gcores with tho Martini whon tho 
Voluntecr at homo was saying. good-bye to 
the Brown Bess, and now thatthe citizen 
soldier in the old country is priding him- 
self on his Martini, his contemporary here 
is revelling in ‘ possibles’ produced by his 
{eo-Metford. ‘The Shanghai Volunteer 
hag never allowed himself to be so bound 
by\xed-tapo that he could not at any 
time ‘kick himself free, A law to hin- 
self, he has had liberal recognition from 
his civic heads, the various Councils in 
times gono by, for which: he has, eapecially 
since the reconstruction under Major Joseph 
Holliday, done his best to make himself 
efficient for the purpose of his official ex- 
istence. We do not say that he is as eili- 
cient aa he might be.

IN SPAIN. 


Barcelona, May 13. 
General Polw , Who succeeded Generiil 
Blanco in the direction of the operations 
against the rebels in the Philippines, and 
who at length turned the tide of victory in 
favour of the Spanish troops, returned here 
today. Great preparations hud been inade 
for his reception, and all the chief #trects 
were gaily decorated. Never, in the 
modern history of Spain, has the return of 
a victorious General to his native country 
liven more disctssed, given rise to more 
diverse opinions or tu more animated pole- 
nies between the different political parties. 
The seene at the harbour this morning, 
however, was one of unmixed and genuine 
enthusiasm. At eight o'clock the pealing 
of tho bells of the Cathedral announced phat 
the steamer Leon JJ, was in sight, but 
it was eleven before the Genéral-laded, 
and in the meantime the throng in the 
vicinity of the harbour and along the sirecta 
which Genoral Polavieja was to traverse 
became continually more dense. The crowd 
at the harbour alone is estimated to have 
numbered sixty thousand people.“ 
General Polavieja, who looked very ill, 
was accompanied, on leaving the vessel, by 
tho Cuptam General, who had gone on 
board the steamer to welcome him, and by 
the mombers of his staff: At tho landing 
pluce, where a triumphal arch had been 
erected, he was received by the civil and 
military authorities and by delegates from 
various local bodies. A procession was 
then formed and proceeded to the Cathedral. 
Here the General. was received by the 
Bishop of Barceloua, surrounded by the 
ryy, anda Ve Deum was sung, Atits 
conclusion the General was conducted to 
the old Governor’s Palace at tho citadel,
